Insider to speak 

Jaffer associate to give details on business dealings 


A giant dryer that zaps the 
moisture out of kitchen scraps and 
even human waste, and 
transforms it into odourless fuel, 
seemed like just the type of renew¬ 
al energy project that Rahim Jaffer 
and his partner were looking to 
work with. 

But how exactly they handled 
their interest in the BioDryer tech¬ 
nology, and other green projects 
they were dabbling with, is at the 
crux of the controversy surround¬ 
ing the duo’s company. 

Were they formally pressing the 
federal government about getting 
support for the BioDryer and other 
ideas, or were they simply making 
general inquiries about a new and 
complicated funding program? 

A would-be business associate of 
Jaffer’s, Nazim Gillani, will weigh in 
Wednesday about what he knows 
about Jaffer’s business and alleged 
lobbying. 


Lobbying Act 

• Two important areas of the Lobby¬ 
ing Act are at play. In one section, 
the act says that if you communicate 
with public office holders about the 
"awarding of any grant, contribu¬ 
tion, or other financial benefit" by 
the federal government, you're lob¬ 
bying. But in another area, the act al¬ 
so says you're not lobbying if you're 
making general inquiries about the 
terms of conditions of programs and 
application processes. 

He is expected to tell a House of 
Commons committee that he be¬ 
lieved Jaffer was selling lobbying- 
type services through his firm, 
Green Power Generation, and the 
two were talking about getting 
their hands into the BioDryer. 

According to Jaffer and partner 
Patrick Glemaud, they had been 


sending general inquiries about the 
government’s new Green Infra¬ 
structure Fund to different public 
office holders. 

When they sent a description of 
the BioDryer to the offices of the 
parliamentary secretary to Infra¬ 
structure Minister John Baird, along 
with two other project descriptions, 
they said it was simply to deter¬ 
mine whether the technology fit 
within the parameters of the new 
green program. Once they could es¬ 
tablish that, they would know 
whether the project was worth in¬ 
vesting their time and money in. 

Glemaud emphasized at the Com¬ 
mons government operations com¬ 
mittee that the fund required the 
submission of a letter of interest be¬ 
fore getting to the money part. It 
described how the technology 
worked and how it fit into the 
fund’s objectives.

RCMP to remain 
in Afghanistan? 


The RCMP has started 
looking at how to contin¬ 
ue the police training mis¬ 
sion in Afghanistan after 
the Canadian military 
pulls out next year, the 
Mounties’ top man said 
Saturday. 

But Commissioner 
William Elliot noted there 
are a number of details and 
variables to be worked out, 
among them, who would 
protect and transport the 
police trainers as they go 
about their business in the 
volatile country. 

“We’re at the beginning 


of looking at options, but 
there are a lot more ques¬ 
tions than answers at the 
moment,” Elliot said after 
a visit to Kandahar. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay dropped a broad 
hint a few weeks ago that 
Canada’s continued in¬ 
volvement here would 
likely revolve around po¬ 
lice training, but he gave 
few specifics. 

Elliot said the RCMP is 
prepared to carry on, but 
will need the participation 
of municipal forces across 
the country, in the 


same way it has for other 
international missions. 

“Working with all of the 
police community in Cana¬ 
da, we’ll be able to cariy 
out whatever task the gov¬ 
ernment of Canada gives 
us in Afghanistan,” he said. 

There are 48 Canadian 
police trainers at the joint 
Canadian and American 
provincial reconstruction 
base in Kandahar. But they 
rely heavily on the Canadi¬ 
an army for protection and 
movement throughout the 
city and rural areas.

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Roadblocks ahead for LRT expansion 



-o much fanfare, 

the South LRT ex¬ 
tension and Centu- 
iy Park “Park and 
Ride” officially 
opened this weekend and 
the focus is now on city 


council’s plan to keeping 
the momentum rolling. 

Plans are in the works 
for LRT extensions to NAIT, 
Mill Woods, Heritage Val¬ 
ley, Gorman, and Lewis Es¬ 
tates. In the case of NAIT, 
some tracks are already be¬ 
ing laid. 

It’s evident, then, that a 
lack of ambition is not city 
council’s problem. The 
problem is money — a lack 
thereof, more specifically. 

With the exception of 
some one-off stimulus 
package funding, provin¬ 


cial and federal funding 
for the LRT have more or 
less dried up as both levels 
of government grapple 
with deficits. 

City council recognizes 
the dilemma emerging be¬ 
fore it: At his State of the 
City address earlier this 
month, Mayor Stephen 
Mandel dedicated an in¬ 
credibly large portion of 
his speech to the LRT and 
how to fund it. 

One of Mandel’s more 
controversial suggestions 
was that some of the fund¬ 


ing currently earmarked 
for roadwork could — and 
perhaps should — be shift¬ 
ed to funding for the LRT. 

There are merits to this 
idea, admittedly, in that 
expanding roadways has 
generally been found to 
make traffic worse; howev¬ 
er, even if this type of 
budgetaiy shift is pursued, 
it is still difficult to see 
how the city will be able to 
fund further LRT expan¬ 
sions without the financial 
backing of the provincial 
and federal governments. 


Most of the LRT expan¬ 
sion projects on the books 
right now have price tags 
in the area of $1 billion or 
more. At the same time, 
the city’s entire annual 
budget — for all depart¬ 
ments — is only about $2.5 
billion. 

Even with the city run¬ 
ning a modest $32-million 
surplus, it’s clear that any 
cost-saving projects and 
budgetaiy shifts that Man- 
del or city council may 
choose to pursue are 
peanuts without the mone¬ 


tary support of the 
province and the feds. 

Without a doubt, it is 
now up to Mandel to nego¬ 
tiate with these higher lev¬ 
els of government for 
more funding. Hopefully, 
Mandel is up to the task; if 
not, it looks like LRT ex¬ 
pansion may be slowed to 
a crawl or — once again — 
be put on the shelf for sev¬ 
eral years.

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Film sets are wasteful places, actor says 


It’s not easy being green 
on a film set, says Colin 
Firth. 

“It’s a wasteful place,” 
admits the Oscar-nominat¬ 
ed actor. 

“It is not... because film 
people are free of con¬ 
science and they don’t 
care about the planet. It’s 
a very panic-stricken envi¬ 
ronment a lot of the time.” 

Firth says there are peo¬ 
ple in the film industry 
who will do anything to 
get a take on time. 

“You get directors who 
say, ‘Make the kid ciy, get 
the scene right,”’ he says 
with a laugh. “Things get 
wasted, thrown away, re¬ 
placed. Whole sets go to 
landfill. Food gets laid out 


for the banquet scene and 
sprayed so it looks good 
but you can’t touch it or 
eat it. 

“The waste (even) to peo¬ 
ple who have no environ¬ 
mental conscience at all is 
pretty staggering to wit¬ 
ness.” 

Firth was in Toronto 
over the weekend to ac¬ 
cept an award, with his 
brother-in-law, for his sup¬ 
port of the environment. 

They received the inau¬ 
gural International Enter¬ 
tainment Award award 
from the Green Living/En¬ 
vironmental Media Asso¬ 
ciation at the Green Liv¬ 
ing show, attracting a 
large crowd of environ¬ 
mental enthusiasts and 


Firth fans. 

The Environmental Me¬ 
dia Association is tiying to 
mobilize the entertain¬ 
ment industiy to educate 
people about environmen¬ 
tal issues and inspire them 
to take action. 

The association invented 
the concept of the “green 
carpet,” the idea of taking 
a hybrid or alternative fuel 
vehicle, not a limo, to 
high-profile awards 

events. 

Firth, his wife Livia, and 
her brother Nicola Giuggi- 
oli co-founded Eco Age in 
2007, a London-based store 
that sells environmentally 
sensible products and of¬ 
fers consulting support to 
businesses on how to oper¬ 


ate in a green way. 

Accompanied by his fa¬ 
mous brother-in-law, Giug- 
gioli said in an interview 
that one of his goals is to 
show others that it is pos¬ 
sible to run both a finan¬ 
cially and environmentally 
sound business. 

“You can do it and actu¬ 
ally it is going to work 
pretty well,” said Giuggi- 
oli, who was 25 when he 
began his business. 

The concept is to go be¬ 
yond green products. 

“People should come to 
my shop to buy good 
things. The whole ethos 
behind the thing was to 
make things desirable,” he 
says.

Eco wines catching on 



Good friends, good wine and clean environment go hand in hand. 


Wine can make people 
think of a lot of different 
things, especially good 
food, good friends and 
good times. Increasingly 
you can add another good 
to the list — good environ¬ 
mental stewardship. 

Organic wines, which 
avoid the use of pesticides 
in grapes and is produced 
with sustainable farming 
practices, is becoming a 
more frequent presence on 
Canadian liquor store 
shelves. 

The environmentally con¬ 
scious consumer does not 
have to make a sacrifice to 
drink green wine. Accord¬ 
ing to Hillaiy Dawson, pres¬ 
ident of the Wine Council 
of Ontario, there is no dif¬ 
ference in taste or quality 
between organic and non- 
organic product. 

Although there has been 
an increase in demand for 
organic products from con¬ 
sumers, Dawson says the 
decision to go organic goes 
much deeper than a busi¬ 


ness one. “It’s not a need, 
it’s a want,” Dawson says. 
“Growing grapes requires a 
real deep connection to the 
soil.” 

The amount of green 
product available to the 
consumer might be even 
greater than it appears, ac¬ 
cording to Dawson. Al¬ 
though many producers use 
organic techniques to make 
their wine, Dawson says 
that the certification 
process to be recognized as 
an organic is “onerous.” As 
a result, a lot of farmers 
don’t bother. 

However, one winemaker 


that has gone through the 
process of organic certifica¬ 
tion says that it is important 
to do so. 

Bruce Ewert is the propri¬ 
etor of L’Acadie winery in 
Nova Scotia. He says that 
there is only one way that 
consumers can be sure that 
they are getting an organic 
product — look on the label 
for certification. 

“With marketing you can 
say anything,” Ewert says. 
“When you put it on the la¬ 
bel you know that a third 
party has been involved. It 
gives it credibility. “

Email trouble for Goldman 


Trader rushed to bet against mortgage market, message shows 


As the U.S. housing 
market turned downward 
in January 2007 , a 
Goldman Sachs trader 
wrote in emails to a 
woman he apparently was 
courting that investments 
he had sold were “like 
Frankenstein turning 
against his own inventor." 

“Em trading a product 
which a month ago was 
worth $100 US and today is 
only worth $93,” wrote Fab- 
rice Tourre, who was 
charged along with the 
bank in a civil complaint 
filed this month by the U.S. 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission. “That doesn’t 
seem like a lot, but when 
you take into account ... 
(the investments) are worth 
billions, well it adds up to a 
lot of money.”

She was 
born in Shanghai and 
moved to Taiwan with her 
grandparents to escape 
communism; getting into 
school was very competi¬ 
tive. By the time she’d fin¬ 
ished her degree, both her 
grandparents had passed 
away. With nothing to keep 
her in Asia, she went to Co¬ 


lumbia University in New 
York for a masters in art. But 
being a fine artist wasn’t for 
her. “I thought to myself: ‘If 
I just paint, it’s not a career 
that can provide me with a 
job and money.’” 

A summer job at a graph¬ 
ic design firm solved that 
problem. After she met her 
husband, she moved with 
him to Boston, then to Mon¬ 
treal after he got a job at 
McGill University. Since 
graphic design work was of¬ 
ten sporadic, she decided to 
do her teaching diploma at 
McGill in 1972. She began 
teaching in the visual arts 
department at Dawson’s 
College. Then a job posting 
at Ryerson in 1977 caught 
her eye. She moved to 
Toronto, seeing her hus¬ 
band every two weeks and 
during the summers. 

As the years passed, Chu 
became increasingly inter¬ 
ested in fashion, and in par¬ 
ticular, colour. She observed 
how strong coloured, fash- 
ion-forward garments pull 
people into stores, but they 
often purchase conserva-

tively hued pieces. She won¬ 
dered about favourite 
colours: do people like cer¬ 
tain colours because they’re 
appealing, or because they 
look good in them. 

Chu began writing about 
these issues and discussing 
them with her students. In 
the late 1980s, she joined 
Color Marketing Group. 
This U.S.-based non-profit 
has members from a range 
of industries, including in¬ 
terior design, that meet 
twice a year to discuss 
which colours are popular 
and to guess what will be 
hot in upcoming seasons. 

It then publishes the 
group’s predictions. Fabric 
manufacturers and paint 
companies then use these 
colour predictions to help 
formulate new products. 

To develop her own theo¬ 
ries of what’s the next hot 
colour, Chu’s always ob¬ 
serving what’s going on in 
pop culture, politics, the 
economy and big events. 
She’s always looking at 
fashion magazines and 
what people are wearing 
whens she travels.

Eddie Izzard exposed 

British stand-up comedian brings Stripped tour to Canada

In his high-heels, lipstick 
and earrings, there’s no 
mistaking Eddie Izzard. 

Yes, the 42-year-old 
British stand-up comedian 
is a transvestite, an issue 
he’s addressed many times 
during various performanc¬ 
es. Discerning between 
types of cross-dressers 
(“weirdo” versus “execu¬ 
tive”) and asserting that 
many men in women’s 
clothing are in fact hetero¬ 
sexual, after 20 years as a 
comic, film and television 
star, Izzard is well beyond 
justifying his looks. 

Not that it matters any¬ 
way. Slick, self-assured and 
quite intellectual, as Izzard 
delves into his shows, the 
initially shocking visual as¬ 
pect quickly evaporates as 
one becomes enraptured in 
his alluring ability to regale 
with engaging tales steeped 
in history and hilarity. 

“I always say I talk about 


everything there ever was 
... with gaps,” he smiles, re¬ 
ferring to his penchant for 
relaying factual situations 
with a humorous twist. 
“(Comics) have to talk 
about something and if you 
have no point of view on 
anything, you end up doing 
dick jokes or mother in-law 
jokes which is incredibly 
boring. You have the pres¬ 
sure of talking about some¬ 
thing but if you can articu¬ 
late a point of view, you can 
talk about absolutely any¬ 
thing. I discovered history 
which was waiting to be 
used.” 

Taking that modus to its 
extreme on his latest tour 
dubbed Stripped, Izzard re¬ 
veals plans to discuss every¬ 
thing from God — or the 
lack thereof — to old peo¬ 
ple dying in their beds, 
Greeks and Romans, Egyp¬ 
tians, cavemen and more. 
He notes that the show is 
yet another wealth of infor¬ 
mation delivered with sin¬ 
cerity, brevity and most im¬ 
portantly, humour. 


“I saw a professor lecture 
on a subject that I’m inter¬ 
ested in and it was incredi¬ 
bly boring. There was too 


much detail and it was 
monotone. I break it down: 
‘There were these people 
and they were f—ed up. 




British stand-up comedian and noted transvestite, Eddie Izzard. 


Then these people came 
along and they were really 
f—ed up.’ I cut it down and 
make it more street-accessi¬ 
ble. Hopefully I’m not offer¬ 
ing lessons so much as ob¬ 
servations, though.” 

Still, as any devout Izzard 
fan knows, despite a gener¬ 
al outline, there’s always 
the potential for Stripped 
to careen off the rails night¬ 
ly. Continually succumbing 
to his own tangents and af¬ 
fection for improvisation, 
Izzard often becomes so 
caught up in entertaining 
unscripted tales he be¬ 
comes lost. “Where was I?” 
is as much a fixture of Ed¬ 
die Izzard shows as his 
shocking appearance. At 
that, Izzard reveals that

even with a host of items to 
discuss on Stripped’s Cana¬ 
dian stint, he can’t be sure 
exactly where it will go. 

“Anyone gets bored with 
doing the same thing over 
and over again so I ad-lib as 
much as I can in every 
show (but) this show is well 
up to speed. I’ve performed 
in about 40 or 50 arenas so 
far, so Canada’s getting it 
when it’s in good shape ... 
I’m ready to talk more rub¬ 
bish.” 


Ballsy move to raise awareness about testicular cancer
